1952, Soviet jet airplanes based at Graf Ignatiev 
airfield carried out daily training flights. 


2. The jets are tandem 2-seaters and have mid-wing swept-back wings and rounded 
wing tips. The planes are mounted high on the tail fin and have a pronounced 
sweep-back. The jet intake is in the nose and the outlet in the tail. The 
fin and rudder is tall and has a rounded tip and a pronounced sweep-back.. 


3. Approximately 600 Bulgarian Air Foree personnel are at Graf Ignatiev. A 


new concrete surface, approximately three kilometers ‘long and one kilometer 
wide, is being constructed by 400 trudovaks. 
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
